The Industrial Commission of Arizona (ICA) is providing an informational update regarding their Salesforce
Expansion project.  ICA received approval for the first phase of their APF project to bring the Division of Occupational
Safety of Health (ADOSH) Consultation onto the Agency's SalesForce platform. The Agency is planning to expand
scope to the Boiler/Elevator Division which could possibly bring the project over the million dollar threshold, requiring
ITAC approval for the change request. ICA is providing ITAC with an overview of the project to ensure the committee
is aware of the possible next steps.

The Arizona Department of Administration is currently developing a portal that provides a single online location to
help citizens & businesses plan, start, grow, move, & close businesses in Arizona. ADOA is presenting information
regarding the current project status and rebaselining of milestones.
